REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The present amendment is submitted in an earnest effort to advance the case to 
issue without delay. 

Claims 2, 3, 8, 9, 13, 15, 16 and 20 were objected to because these claims recite 
the terms "generally" and "relatively." Applicant has removed these terms from the 
claims which remain in the application. 

Claims 14-16, 18 and 19 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but otherwise allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

In accordance with the provisional allowance, Applicant has amended Claim 1 by 
incorporating all the elements of Claim 14, the latter being canceled. The combination of 
provisional allowable Claim 1 with Claim 18 has been rewritten in independent form as 
new Claim 21.
